To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1961, 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  population  from  19,530 
to  20,030.  The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  has  risen  slightly  and 
the  Standardised  Death  Rate  remains  stationary. 

Amongst  the  causes  of  death  there  was  a considerable  increase 
in  the  deaths  for  Cancer  of  the  lung  from  3 "to  11.  The  part  played 
by  heavy  cigarette  smoking  as  a cause  of  this  condition  is  now  well 
established. 

Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  were  more  prevalent  than  in  the 
previous  year,  as  was  gastric  ulcer. 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  Country  there  was  an  epidemic 
of  Measles,  the  number  of  notifications  U.6Q  being  the  largest  for 
the  past  five  years. 

Whooping  Cough  'was  also  prevalent. 

Seven  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  and  seven  cases 
recovered  and  were  removed  from  the  register. 

The  number  of  infants  receiving  triple  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  was  higher  than  in  previous 
years. 

The  number  of  properties  taking  water  from  our  mains  has  risen 
from  4,640  to  4,877  which  is  most  satisfactory  as  a pure  water  supply 
is  one  of  the  requisites  for  good  health. 

It  was  possible  to  carry  out  a one  hundred  per  cent  meat 
inspection  of  all  animals  killed  in  this  district  for  human 
consumption.  This  reflects  great  credit  on  Mr.  Morgan  and  his 
staff,  especially  when  having  regard  to  the  high  figure  of  animals 
slaughtered  and  the  fact  that  much  of  the  work  had  to  be  carried 
out  in  evenings  and  at  weekends. 


Milk  sampling  is  carried,  out  by  the  East  Suffolk  County 
Council  and  three  samples  were  found  to  be  infected  with  Brucella, 

There  were  five  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning. 

196  houses  were  inspected.  A-  total  of  32  houses  was  involved 
in  secured  closing  and  demolition  orders,  and  in  clearance  areas, 

122  new  houses  (private  and  Council;  were  completed  and  78  old 
fashioned  dwellings  were  provided  with  up  to  date  amenities  by  means 
of  the  Improvement  Grant  Scheme. 

Sewerage  schemes  in  Great  Blakenham,  Bramford,  Claydon  and 
Stonham  Aspal  were  in  progress. 

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  progress  during  the  year  under 
consideration  was,  on  the  whole,  most  satisfactory.  A most 
important  factor  is  the  promotion  and  maintenance  of  good  relations 
between  the  public  and  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  and  the 
taking  of  a positive  rather  than  a negative  attitude  in  overcoming 
the  many  problems  that  arise  from  day  to  day.  I think  it  is  fair 
to  say  that  Mr.  Morgan  and  the  staff  carry  out  this  attitude  to  the 
full.
